‘Run Amal! Again’ Amendment 
Faces New Freeze by Roy Harris

The second term amendment to 
permit Gov. Arnall to run again 
won't reach the house floor until 
in the 15-day session, and 
maybe not at all, it was indicated 
as more legislators prepared to at- 
tend conferences in Atlanta tomor- 
row, Tuesday and Wednesday. 


Rumors at the capitol yesterday 
were that House Speaker Roy Har- 
ris will hold the amendment in 
committee until the short session 
adjourns. At the regular session 
last year, the constitution com- 
mittee headed by Rep. J. W. Cul- 
pepper held the house bill 
throughout the meeting. A simi- 
lar bill came to the floor during 
the self-convened session of the 


legislature during the summer, but |

Senate Pres. Frank Gross 
has predicted that the senate will 
pass the amendment on its first 
day and rush it to the house, It 
then probably will go to the Cul- 
pepper committee. If this commit- 
tee fails to hold it, as it did hold 
it for weeks last year, reports said 
efforts would be made to have the 
rules committee keep this amend-

Furthermore, Miss Miller added, | 
84 out of every 100 working wom- 
en are working because they must 
support themselves, and some- | 
times dependents as well. She 
Said: 

“After World War II, as after 
the last war, women have experi 
enced a shock at the back-to-the- | 
home campaign suddenly launched 
on top of the fulsome praise be- 
stowed on their wartime perform- 
ances. | 

“Women who stepped into the 
breach during the emergency 
should not, after helping to 
achieve victory, be made the vic- 
tims of prejudice but should be 
allowed to snare such fruits of 
democracy as job opportunity and 
security.” 

Miss Miller urged that the right 
of women to work be incorporated 
into the employment pattern of 
the United States. A women’s bu- | 
reau survey, she disclosed, brought | 
the information that 84 per cent of 
all working women are supporting 
themselves or themselves and de- 
pendents. 

She predicted a drop in the em- 
ployment of women by spring. Ac- 
cording to labor department sta- 
tistics, a million-and-a-half women 
have been separated from their 
jobs since V-E day last May. 

This, she indicated, is a better 
employment picture as far as wom- 
en are concerned than the Labor 
Department had dared to hope for 


“reconversion blueprint for wom- 
en.” She added: 

“Taking a long-range view of 
-women workers’ future, it seems 
safe to predict for them, after re- 
conversion din and smoke die 
down, a more favorable position 
than in the prewar labor market. 

“Despite straws in the wind 
pointing to a revival of discriml-| 
natory practices, buried during 
the emergency need for women, 
their important roles on the war | 
labor front are likely to lead to 
some permanent gains eventually.” 

Miss Miller advised women to 
seek employment in the “service” | 
industries—sales, clerical, domes- 
tic or professional—for best post- 
war opportunities and security. 

She advocated agitation for min- 
imum wage laws where they do 
not exist and improvement of laws 
where such legislation is now in 
effect. Moreover, she recommend- 
ed enactment of the “equal pay 
for equal work” program to pre- 
vent wage discrimination against 
women.

Only Ashes, Chimney Ruins 
Remain of Old Power Home

To Joseph W. Sanford, warden, 
goes much of the credit for the 
efforts in art achieved at the peni- 
tentiary.

“There’s nothing unusual about 
this penitentiary. It is a United 
States penal institution designed 
to reform and reclaim men for 
society. We do believe that paint- 
ing and pictures has a softening 
effect on the men. We try to de- 
velop latent talent where we be- 
lieve it exists. We try to instill a 
liking for art in all of our in- 
mates. 

“Take a trip through the insti- 
tution,” Sanford said, “but § re 
remember use no names.” 

The trip revealed that not only 
do the penitentiary authorities 
seek and develop dormant talent 
in the inmates, but skills learned 
in the free world are also put to 
good and important use. 

For instance an engraver of na- 
tional fame whose efforts finally

At the start of the war it was 
perhaps the most dreaded of all 
diseases, threatening to disable 
large numbers of troops. Soldiers 
were required to take two or three 
atabrine pills a week. 

The new compound labeled 
SN 7618, “is an effective suppres- 
sive when administered no more 
frequently than once weekly in a 
well tolerated dose,” says the re- 
port of Dr. Loeb and his commit- 
tee published today in Science, the 
official journal of the American 
Association. In addition it does 
not discolor the skin, as does ata- 
brine, nor does it give the disagree- 
able gastro-intestinal symptoms 
which sometimes are seen in the 
administration of atabrine. 

SN 7618, the report says, will 
stop quickly an attack of ordinary 
malaria and it will “cure” one less 
common type of the disease when

SN 7618 was one of nine drugs 
tested on “volunteer” prisoners of 
federal penitentiaries. 

In Atlanta, such experiments 
were made by Dr. David 8S. Ruhe, 
assistant senior surgeon, United 
States Public Health Service, who 
Said: 

“We made the men in the peni- 
tentiary no promises, other than 
that they were offering themselves 
for experiments which would be 
sure to cause discomfort. They 
came through in splendid fashion.”

Belgium is expected to move 
left in elections scheduled: for 
next May, but the moderating in- 
fluence of conservative elements 
may prevent a violent upheaval. 
The conservative Catholic party, 
with pluralities in the senate and 
chamber .of deputies, has cannily 
adopted a progressive policy in- 
tended to offset Socialist influ- 
ence, , 

The political complexion of 
Holland remains doubtful until 
the general elections next April. 
Observers expect a leftward trend, 
but doubt if it will be pronounced 
or will produce significant na- 
tionalization. 

Britain’s Labor government—ap- 
parently firmly in power for the 
next five years with 290 seats in 
the house of commons against 250 
for the combined opposition— 
plans sweeping nationalization. 
High on the list are coal mines, 
the Bank of England, external 
telecommunications, air lines, 
docks and canals, railroads, gas 
and electricity. 

Nevertheless, the government 
has found many difficulties which 
may slow the conversion from pri- 
vate to public ownership, such as 
co-ordination of sprawling indus- 
tries and the compensation of 
many private owners. 

There is a_ possibility private 
ownership of railroads may con- 
tinue with a greater degree of 
government supervision. 

Scandinavia appears divided in 
its political trends, with Norway 
moving steadily left, Sweden pur- 
suing moderate Socialism and 
Denmark and Finland showing 
considerable Conservatism, 

Denmark’s new minority gov- 
ernment is one of the few right 
wing administrations formed since 
the war, although it holds but 38 
of the 148 Folketing seats and its 
members must shift from party to 
party for support of any proposed 
measure, 

Norway’s first election in nine 
years showed a strong swing to 
the left. The Labor party won 76 
of the storting’s 150 seats and the 
Communists 11. 

Sweden has a strong leftist ma- 
jority in. parliament, but the La- 
bor movement’s theoretic program 
is far from fulfillment and na- 
tionalization is mainly in the dis- 
cussion stage. Railways and water

NEGRO DOCTOR SAVES COUNTY 


Fills Medical Breach, 
Wins Full Confidence 


By BILL BORING 
EATONTON, Ga., Jan. 5.—I‘ first heard of him while sitting in 
my sister's home here in Eatonton. 
ill and was getting worse and their physician, Dr. A. S. Sanchez, was | 
My sister’s mother-in-law was there and after a while 


out of town. 
she said to call Dr. Funderburg. 

Since Dr. Funderburg was new 
to me, I asked who he was and 
was he very good and my sister’s 
mother-in-law answered that he 
was a Negro doctor who lived in 
Monticello, in adjoining Jasper 
county, and that he was one of the 
best. 

Now I must confess that it was 
somewhat of a shock to me to 
learn that they were considering 
calling in a Negro doctor. I have 
been awya from the South for 
nearly 10 years and it wasn’t be- 
ing done that way when I left. 


HEART OF SOUTH 

I know some of the history of 
this section. Eatonton, in antebel- 
lum days, was the heart of one of 
the most substantial plantation 
areas of the South. The fathers 
and grandfathers of the citizens 
here today were masters of tre 
mendous landed estates and they 
had hundreds of slaves to till the 
land and do their bidding. 

And one of my earliest recollec- 
tions was of a famous trial in Jas- 
per county, Dr. Funderburg’s 
county, in which a man was in- 
volved in the deaths of some 11 
Negroes, as well as I recall, whom 
he had been working in peonage. 
And s0, against this background, 
it was somewhat of a shock to me 
to learn that they were calling in 
a Negro doctor to minister to my 
brother-in-law. 

MATTER OF COURSE 

But if I were shocked, I found 
that everyone else in this section 
of Georgia took Dr. Funderburg 
as a matter of course. They treat- 
ed him as just another human 
being. 

I was beginning to think that 
here, at least in the case repre- 
sented by Dr. Funderburg, the 
South’s predominant races had 
found a way to get along with 
one another. My curiosity con- 
cerning the doctor was beginning 
to get 
out to learn more about 
When I had finished I had learn- 
ed that he was no more than any 
ordinary Negro except for two vi- 
tal differences. One was that 
he was a.Negro who had gotten 
a “break” and the other differ- 
ence was that he was educated. 

Dr- F. D. Funderburg doesn’t 
know 
except that his grandmother on 
his paternal side was a slave. She 
was freed by the Emancipation 
Act which the Negroes of Dr. Fun- 
derburg’s home county of Jasper 
celebrate every New Year’s Day 
in the courthouse. 

BELIEF IN EDUCATION 
Dr. Funderburg’s parents lived

|And the little southerner warned 
ithe doctor, as he began to work, 
“Don’t you hurt me; if you do, 
it'll be too bad for you!” 


Dr. Funderburg smiled and said, 
“Sonny, I wouldn’t hurt you for 
fanything in the world if I could 
prevent it.” Dr. Funderburg set 
the wrist without hurting the boy 
too much and, later, when the fam- 
ily’s physician had returned, he 
began telling the father what he 
had done, so he could tell his doc- 
tor; for Dr. Funderburg thought 
that now he would want to call his 
own doctor into the case. And the 
father asked Dr. Funderburg what 
he meant. “You began treating 
my boy,” he said, “and you’re do- 
ing a good job. I want you to fin- 
ish it.” 

A CASE IS LOST 

And there was the time, in those 
‘early days, when he had a pneu- 
monia case which he knew he 
would lose. Dr. Funderburg con- 
fesses today that he suffered a lit-| 
tle anxiety. But when the patient 
died, the family told him that they 
knew he had done everything pos- 
sible and that they were grateful 
toward him.

May—Out of the Wagnerian threnody of war came the voice 
of surrender—the bestial philosophy of the Nazis was whining out 
quits.

July—British election was won by the Labor party; Clement 
Attlee replaced Winston Churchill; the Labor party announces an 
about-face without revolution.

Japan and the surrender of Japan made August, 1945, one of the 
great dates of all time. 

October—The United Nations Organization becomes a fact, 
with the ratification of the treaty by two-thirds of the countries. 

December—The United States reverses its position after the first 
World War as the senate officially commits the United States to 
membership and participation in the United Nations Organization. 

No year in history has included as many profound events. And 
one, the loosing of atomic energy, makes all the others relatively 
unimportant.

476—The Roman Empire fell; the city of Rome was destroyed 
by the Goths and an earthquake.

1215—On the south side of the Thames in Runnymede meadow, 
King John reluctantly agreed to the barons’ demands as presented 
in the Magna Carta.

We 
cannot really realize that the news of our unrationed bread, meat, 
vegetables, coal, all other things which go to make up living, goes 
to those who are hungry and cold and wretched. 

It is a fact that persons who are cold and hungry, sick and with- 
out hope think about very little else but where the next meal 
is coming from and how they may ease their misery. That is all. 
They are not concerned with “problems.” But they themselves 
become problems and they can, if we fumble it, become the faggots 
which 30 years from now can be kindled into another conflagration.

kind—the German-anticipated Third World War.

Whether it was that food which saved them, or whether the 
appeals for help were exaggerated, remains a question. In any 
event the allegedly malnutritioned babies of 1920 grew to be the 
physically near-perfect youths who formed the German armies of 


1939-40, 

In a recent letter protesting that this

that 60 per cent of Germans in Germany today are “good” Germans, 
that they only followed Hitler under the threat of death if ‘they 
did not.

Entire populations were starved, by the Germans, with the 
deliberate purpose of so weakening them that, when another war 
comes, they wil! be even easier prey for the invading German armies.

What We Hate There are, to be sure, individual cases of mis- 
fortune, of suffering, to which we extend full- 
est sympathy, The same correspondent who claims the 60 per 
cent ratio of good Germans, writes that his wife, returning to 
Germany in 1938 to care for her sick parents, has never been able 
to return to this country.

State Liquor Stores, 
Sales Tax in Offing? 


As the legislators come back to town, the 
talk gets around to sales tax and state liquor 
Stores and high school sororities and contract marriages and fish 
and terrapins, and other bills which probably won’t be discussed 
at great length, or at all, on the floor of the general assembly during 
the 15-day session. Sales tax and state liquor stores are shush- 
hush in politics, high school fraternities and sororities and the 
banning thereof are dynamite, contract marriages are unnecessary 
now that the war is over, and the legislature is tired of discussing 
fish and terrapin bills this session. But all of these matters are 
being mentioned in the pre-session conferenceS -If the remaining 
three-fourths of the legislators follow the lead of the first group 
which met here Thursday, the general assembly will spend its time 
enacting a program to expand state services and carry out the pro- 
visions of the new constitution. 


Gov. Arnall and Speaker Harris made some startling statements 
concerning sales taxes and state liquor stores. Did you know that 
Georgia's new warehouse fees on whisky produces more revenue 
than Aiabama gets from operating state-owned liquor stores? Did 
you know that the new warehouse fees on liquor produces more 
revenue for Georgia than North Carolina gets from a 3 per cent 
general sales tax” 

The two gentlemen who, with State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. 
and State Revenue Commissioner M. E. Thompson, thought up 
the idea of the new fee says it does. Georgia will get between 
$7,500,000 and $10,000,000 in warehouse fees, plus about $3,000,000 
in liquor taxes. Some legislators present cited opposition to sales 
tax and state-owned liquor stores. They said the state would get 
into trouble trying to figure out what to exempt from a general 
Sales tax, and that it would work a hardship on the low-income 
people. They said that the liquor people would not want the state 
to take over the stores, and that the preachers would be distressed 
to see the state lower its dignity enough to become a liquor dealer 
itself even though it does condone liquor sales. 


The group of 31 solons were asked for an off-the-record vote on 
whether they would favor a general sales tax—without exemptions. 
Without revealing names on this hot issue, we can say that the 
vote was two to one... for a sales tax. 


- : Many bills left pending from the 1945 session will 
Bills Dying die in this 15-day holdover session, if the re- 
maining legislators follow the lead of the first conferees. Some are, 
or were, big bills. Such as the Georgia Development Corporation 
measure, which would have established a $100,000,000 “Baby RFC” 
with powers to finance almost anything with self-liquidating rev- 
enue certificates. The battle for control of postwar commercial 
aviation may not be resumed. 

Construction of a prison for incorrigibles also dropped by the 
wayside in the first conference. The fellows praised the prison 
reform program as it has progressed, and felt that money and 
materials are not available right now for building separate prisons 
to provide segregation. Also dropping out of the calendar in the 
first conference was a Georgia Bar Association bill asking appoint- 
ment of probation officers in each judicial circuit. In eliminating 
measures that might prove too controversial for a short session or 
too insignificant to spend much time on, the solons also dropped 
a bill to put the State Guard under the military department; skipped 
over a bill to buy airplanes for the forestry department, and ignored 
a spite bill to. abolish the office of comptroller general. 

The Governor and the legislators apparently felt they had given 
the 18-year-olds enough when they enabled them to vote, and per- 
mitted young servicemen to make binding contracts under the GI 
Bill of Rights. When the Governor, as presiding officer at the 
conference, read the title of a bill to lower the age of majority 
on all citizens to 18. he said: “Nobody is for this, is there?” No- 
body apparently was, and the bill was tossed aside.

No Costumes and No Boogie 
At First Nine O'Clock Ball 


Mrs. A. P. Brantley—beloved grand dame of Atlanta society, 
who still tells a story with all the verve and enthusiasm which 
characterized her as a reigning belle of the Gay Nineties—fell to 
reminiscing. 

“I’m sure I’m the only woman alive who attended the first Nine 
O'Clock ball,” she said, “and what a vast difference between the 
parties they give now and those of my day!” 

She cast a sidelong glance in the direction of the morning paper, 
which carried photographs of some of the Nine O’Clock guests in 
the fancy and bizarre costumes they wore on New Year’s Eve. 

“The ball was never, never a costume affair,” she continued. 
“The young ladies wore lovely, dignified gowns with long trains, 
and no gentleman ever thought of appearing except in swallow 
tails. It was the Nine O’Clock German Club when it was organ- 
ized back in March of 1883, and the first ball was held in the ball- 
room of the Kimball House, which was then society’s most fash- 
ionable gathering place. It was not until 1917 that the name was 
shortened to the Nine O’Clocks.” 

Mrs. Brantley, who was then Ella Foreacre and one of the 
acknow ledged belles of the ball, recalls that the late Joseph Thomp- 
son was the first president of the club, and that the dances always 
began promptly at 9 o’clock and ended just as promptly at 12. The 
refreshments were simple, she says, but the enjoyment was superb. 

“For instance, there was the favor table at one end of the ball- 
room, which was presided over by Mrs. Robert Lowry, Mrs. Living- 
ston Mims and Mrs. Rhode Hill. The favors were lovely and were 
highly prized by the young ladies. Of course you only received 
one when a favor figure was announced, and you were selected to 
be ‘led out’ by one of the members who presented it to you.” 

Mrs. Brantley explained that the favors included such things 
es beautiful feather fans, small gilded containers filled with candies, 
sprays of artificial flowers (which were much in vogue then), and 
cunning little fancy paper parasols. There were none of the noisy 
souvenirs or the “crazy” paper hsts of the present, it seems. 

And the stately waltzes and minuets as played by Wurm’s 
orchestra have been replaced by ftmappier dance music, sprinkled 
with boogie-woogie. “Our favorite dance music in those days,” 
mused Mrs. Brantley, “included selections from ‘The Mikado,’ 
‘La Fille de Madame Angot’ and ‘L’Estudiante.’ And the balls 
always ended with ‘Home, Sweet Home,’ instead of the present 
popular ‘Goodnight, Sweetheart.’ Prof. A. J. Wurm and his sons, 
Albert, Adolphus and Charles, composed the orchestra, which was 
@ musical institution in those days and played at all the impor- 
tant parties and weddings. They were educated and cultured men, 
possessing outstanding musical talent.” 

Mrs. Brantley attended that first ball with the late Joseph T. 
Orme, who was secretary of the Nine O’Clock German Club, and 
who was one of the city’s very best dancers and quite a favorite 
with the ladies. 

“I remember that Joe always requested his partner not to hold 
her train by the loop which went over her arm,” she laughed, “for 
he liked to see it twirl as he danced.”

“Clubwomen in increasing num- 
bers have accepted the problem 
of conquering their new frontier 
(that of public affairs).. There ex- 
ists now more than one generation 
of women who are fully matured 
citizens. Many have grown up 
with the new world, fought for its 
Survival. The participation of 
women in the world’s affairs can 
bring us new hope. Thinking 
women are coming to their task 
with all that civilization has giv- 
en us—the enlightenment, the edu- 
cation, the sense of social justice. 

“It was said that women in the 
war just ended ‘tipped the scales 
of victory’—let us also ‘tip the 
scales of peace.’ Make no mistake 
—it is possible for this peace to 
be a failure—a date in the his- 
tory books. True peace is a con- 
tinuing thing, an active principle, 
not merely a state of non-war. ‘It 
requires constant continuing ef- 
fort to maintain it; unwearying 
Vigilance; a burning and unshak- 
able faith.’ 

“The maintenance of peace is a 
day by day work, and it will nev- 
er exist except by the active par- 
ticipation of all of us at all times. 
t cannot survive unless the men 
and women of the world set them- 
selves to understand the problems 
which confront their nations and 
which confront the world, and set 
themselves also to deal with the 
dangers which beset peace as they 
would deal with dangers to them- 
scives or their children. 

“There is no escape from re- 
sponsibility for any of us. Only 
mn so far as each one understands 
the responsibilities of good citizen- 
ship and good neighborliness shall 
we succeed in creating the world 
for which we hope. 

“Closely allied with citizenship 
is legislation. In order to receive 
recognition. for themselves and

WHAT ABOUT 


JOBS IN 1946? 


BY LYLE M. SPENCER 


Here is your outlook, as 


it is seen by an expert 


ESPITE the present tug-of-war between manage- 

ment and labor, despite our reconversion pains 
and the disheveled appearance of our national econ- 
omy, the jobs outlook for 1946 1s good. 

This is not breezy optimism, but a hard-headed 
fact. There is a huge and pressing demand for goods 
and services we gave up during the war; our vastly 
expanded industrial plant is capable of gigantic pro- 
duction. People are going to be needed to set the 
machinery of supply and demand in motion. 

If you want to change your job, the year ahead 
will offer your best chance to get into the kind 
of work you really want to do. 

In most lines of work, this chance won't last more 
than a year or two. Surveys show that nearly two 
out of three of us are dissatisfied with our jobs, and 
that half of us intend to do something about it soon. 

By 1947 or 1948, the job problems we stopped 
worrying about four years ago are likely to be with 
us again. Large numbers of people will be established 
in their postwar work, and it will be increasingly 
difficult for newcomers to break in. 

It is important, therefore, that jobseekers begin 
now to look into the fields that interest them. 


Take Your Time 


INVESTIGATION should be careful and deliberate. Give 
yourself time. If you are among the many people who 
were able to put a little money aside during the war, 
you can afford this luxury. For you are not out to 
grab at the first opportunity that shines a little 
brighter than your present one, but to square away 
for the job that will absorb you permanently. 

Following are the general conclusions of a recent 
survey of postwar opportunities in 150 of the nation’s 
largest vocational categories. They may be useful 
to bear in mind while casting about for that new job. 

1. The best job bets for the long pull are those requitr- 
ing specialized training. 


Director, Science Research Associates 


The United States, greatest technical nation in the 
world, has never been shorter on professionally- 
trained people than it is today. Under the pressure 
of the war emergency, we cut back the training of 
young professional and tec'nical personnel to a 
grudging trickle. Now we face a deficit that can 
hardly be made up before the early 1950's. 

We need at least 35,000 more doctors immedi- 
ately, besides replacements in the ranks of the 180,000 
overworked physicians now practicing. We need 
thousands more dentists, pharmacists, civil engi- 
neers, architects, biologists, mathematicians and 
physical scientists of all kinds. These shortages will 
exist despite the vacancies filled by returning veterans. 


We Need Technicians 


Be tow this top level, we have need for tens of thou- 
sands of semi-professional people. One study of sev- 
eral hundred companies revealed that more than 
80 per cent were short on technicians. Another in- 
dicated that about five technicians were needed 
for every first-rank professional. 

Most of these jobs have jaw-cracking titles, such 
as metallographer, or spectrographist. Others sound 
a little less forbidding: mechanical draftsman, testing 
machine operator, chemical analyst. None demands 
a college education, although the person who 
has one is a little better off. 

The main requirements are high school training, 
some grounding in the physical sciences, a head for 
figures, and some supervisory skill. Most of the real 
training is obtained on the job. 

Technicians in industrial research have been in- 
creasing at the rate of eight per cent a year for over 
two decades. Their number will probably be tripled 
in the next 15 years. 

2. Except for the professions, the long-range job 
oullook 1s best in growing fields that lack social prestige. 

As they did before the war, workers are tending to 
scramble for the kind of job they think will impress 
their family and friends. The crucial question of 
whether or not these jobs will provide a real chance 
for success or satisfaction is all too often ignored. 
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A prime example, probabty caused partly by home- 
front restrictions and regimentation of military life, 
is the hot desire of many war workers and veterans 
to go into business for themselves. 

More than half of the returning servicemen say 
they want to be their own boss right away. Nearly 
500,000 are actually planning to set up shop for them- 
selves. 

The cold fact is that the net number of small con- 
cerns that closed up during the war was only about 
500,000, too. Their customers were taken over by 
stronger companies which are prepared to fight 
to keep their newly-won business. 

Even the most experienced men, with years of 
training, will have to sweat long hours to re-establish 
their small businesses. For most prestige-conscious 
newcomers, the ‘“‘be-your-own-boss”’ route will be 
heartbreak alley, as it was after the last war. 

The field for selling someone else’s product, on the 
other hand, may need about 4,000,000 new recruits 
during the next few years. 

Few salesmen are highly regarded in our society. 
Many studies have shown that young people and re- 
turning veterans tend to shy away from selling jobs. 
Even mature salesmen with years of success often 
itch to trade their brief cases for the glass-topped 
desks of minor executives in the home office. 

The studies also show, however, that good sales- 
men earn one-fourth to one-third more than com- 
parable accounting or production men in the same 
company. They have greater job security, and they 
have proved that the best single route to a company 
presidency is through the jsales department. 

3. The job outlook is generally best in fields where 
it was poorest during the wer. 

The huge pent-up consumer demands for all kinds 
of goods that were hard to get during the war make 
this point obvious. The staggering nation-wide hous- 
ing shortage we are experiencing leads even conserva- 
tive economists to predict that we must construct 
1,000,000 homes and other buildings each year for 
the next decade. 


There'll Be More Jobs 


Tuis will create perhaps as many as 4,000,000 jobs 
for all kinds of construction workers: plumbers, car- 
penters, architects, interior decorators. And men in 
related fields: real estate operators, road builders, 
producers of building materials. 

At the other extreme, employment in most branches 
of the aviation industry, which particularly fascinates 
youth, is certain to decline in total numbers although 
it will remain far larger than before the war. Unfortu- 
nately, the prospects are that about 1,500,000 war 
workers in aircraft will have to find jobs else- 
where. 

This does not mean that aviation will offer no 
opportunities to well-trained veterans or to out- 
standingly capable young, people. But it does mean 
that many thousands of experienced employees with

job seniority will have to be laid off, thus making it 
especially difficult for any inexperienced applicant to 
get started and to progress. 

4. The greatest shift in jobs will be from the field of 
production to the field of service. 

Our country has emerged from the war with the 
greatest: and most efficient industrial machine the 
world has ever known. Manufacturing jobs rose 50 
per cent to keep pace with the overwhelming demand 
for production. Sales and distribution sagged because 
Uncle Sam became industry’s only big customer, and 
consumers with swollen pocketbooks were left to 
wrestle with each other over the dwindling supply 
of civilian goods. 

The reversal of this situation will be exciting to 
watch. It will also be balm to the egos of meek shop- 
pers long accustomed to the peremptory service 
given by overworked salespeople. 


Race for Distribution 


Once the brakes on civilian production are released, 
industry can turn out a far greater torrent of goods 
than we have so far discovered how to distribute. 
Executives all over the country are racing to build 
distributing systems that will increase their share of 
the available business. 

In addition to the salesmen already mentioned, 
this means increasing Opportunities for advertising 
and transportation people, for clerical and office 
workers and for mechanics who know how to install 
and repair the gadgets and appliances coming our 
way. Consumer demands for service mean zooming 
opportunities for laundry and dry-cleaning estab- 
lishments and barber shops — and undoubtedly for 
Turkish baths and bars. More leisure time means 
that resorts and amusements will be more 
heavily patronized. 

While these service workers range from high- 
priced, hard-driving sales managers to shoe-shine 
boys, it is worth noting that they all have one factor 
in common: the ability to please and get along with 
customers. During the war, many of us forgot what 
courtesy and the art of persuasion meant. The job 
holders who remembered will find the results reflected 
in the size of their pay checks. 

These four points illustrate the trends. They do 
not show the specific jobs that are sure to open up 
in your locality. You will survey those yourself. 


But before you begin punching doorbells, do some ° 


head work at home. 

Review your background: schooling, outside train- 
ing courses, military specialties, previous jobs. Decide 
what you did best; decide how you can best apply it 
to the future. Focus your thoughts on a job that not 
only fits you, but interests you enough to spend long 
years at it. Don’t be blinded by such factors as social 
prestige, fads of the moment, or attractive jobs un- 
suitable to your temperament. The most important 
factor is time. You should begin your search now,

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Borrow With Care

Whenever a friend lends 
you something, you have 


certain obligations .. . 


R that big party which now and 
IF thes becomes a “‘must”’ for those 
of us who live in hospitable neighbor- 
hoods, it is natural to ask near-by 
friends to help out. You may call on 
them to lend items such as bridge 
tables, chairs, glasses, teacups, spoons, 
forks and the almost inevitable punch 
bowl and ladle. 
At other times, perhaps you will 


want to requisition a folding cot or 


two when the house is overfilled with 
week-end visitors. 

In any case, this borrowing and 
lending is so habitual that we often 
hear the saying that the possessions 
of certain well-supplied hostesses can 
find their own way around the neigh- 
borhood and home again. 

But even so, borrowing is not an 
admirable practice. And the problem 
of how to check it is difficult, mainly 


because it requires that the first step 
be frankness on the part of the lender. 

For example, a neighbor asks: 
*“May I borrow six of your pineapple- 
cut goblets for my lunch party? They 
go so beautifully with mine.”’ 

The more you like Mary, the less 
you feel able to say, “‘No.”’ But the 
answer that you should make is, ‘“‘No, 
please not those! I’d be heartbroken 
if anything happened to them, be- 
cause you couldn't replace them and 
that wouldn’t be fair to either of us. 
But I'll be delighted to let you have 
any of my others.”’ 


You Can’t Forget 


ALL too often it is just the one irre- 
placeable item that does get broken 
and when Mary tells us that she has 
searched frantically everywhere in 
town to match it, the situation reaches 
an unforgettable ending. To tell her, 
“It was nothing,” will not help. Both 
of you know better and can never 
quite forget. 

Annoying rather than serious is the 
food-borrower who is always short

“one egg” or “only a half-cup of 
milk.”’ It may sound petty as well as 
rude to refuse her—and yet, her 


neighbors are really to blame for not 


making her aware of her bad manage- 
ment. 

Then there is the umbrella that is 
given to a visitor caught at your 
house by the rain. When she does not 
return it, your family is made aware 
of your fussing and fretting, but not 
she! What you should do is telephone 
her! Or, you could drop her a postcard 


reminding her of when it was bhor- 
rowed and what it looked like and 
asking her to send it back. 

It should not be necessary to 
remind anyone of the rule that 
borrowers are expected to take 
better care of other people's things 
than of their own. 

One good way to endear yourself 
to a lender is to paste a loose page in 
her book or sew a loose button on her 
borrowed raincoat. 

If your husband is handy. he might 


be able to make a minor repair to 
her lawn mower ©r vacuum cleaner 
and surprise her by sending it back 
in perfect condition. ¢ 

At all events, if you send it back 
damaged, the lender is likely to think 
you are responsible, unless you both 
had noted the damage. 

Even though you are told there 1s 
no hurry to return something, this 
does not mean months hence. To 
acquire .a reputation for returning 
everything, even when told it ts 
not urgently needed, will give you 
especial credit. 


Ask for Return 


Hesirancy about asking for the 
return of something loaned is often a 
mistaken courtesy. When someone 
does not return a borrowed item, there 
is no reason you can’t ask, “‘Have you 
finished the book? John Jones would 
like to. read it.’” Or, ““Henry would 
like to cut the grass this evening. 
Have you finished with the lawn 
mower?” 

The fact that you are a very dear 
friend or close relative does not mean 
that you have license to abuse these 
borrowing privileges. And as for the 
lenders, the fault that borrowed things 
are not returned is in equal measure 
theirs.

RIDAY night is rush hour at the American 
Red Cross Rainbow Corner Club in Paris. 
Dozens of eager French girls crowd into a 
classroom to learn about the wondrous land 
that their GI husbands came from. Is it 
true that you can run a house just by push- 
‘ing buttons? Can you really prepare a whole 
dinner from tin cans? Do you have to be 
rich to have one of those electric iceboxes? 
Most of the girls have already waved their 
young husbands off to America, and they’re 
hoping that the Army can send all the GI’s 
home fast so that there’ll be ship-space for 
them soon. In the meantime they're tearing 
into American history, American geography 
and American household customs. 

Every aspect of life in the U. S. 1s exciting 
to the girls, but they seem especially impressed 
with such trivia as: (1) All ‘“‘chemist’s shops”’ 
have ice-cream bars — and the chemist will 
even fix you up a sandwich if you like.

It is an ideal system 
for the tax-eaters and those who 
wish to keep their snouts im the 
public trough, but it is bad for those 
who have to pay the bill. 

This may be strong language, but 
it surely is not news. You know it. 
Kverybody knows it. Nobody denies 
it. And Congress and the Administra 
tion are at last trying to do something 
about it. I say more power to them. 


It’s a Tough Job 


It isa part of my job to see that 
government agencies stay, at least, 
within prescribed limits in their.use 
of funds. Accordingly, I am _ sup- 
posed to know or to be able to 
figure out what agency should be 
doing what, and where the line lies 
between one and another. Believe 
me, this is some job. 

Take the field of transportation. 
In the last dozen years, there have 
heen at least nine different Congres- 
sional committees appointed to 
study the Government's handling 
of transportation matters and to 
Suggest corrections. 
there are today no less than 75 
different bureaus and agencies of the 
government that have an important 
connection with transportation.

Last year, the government paid, 
for transportation alone, nearly as 
much as it cost to run the whole 
government 30 years ago. Yet the 
government bought all this service 
not as one customer but as dozens 
of customers, often competing 
against itself for facilities. 

Or take public housing. A_ few 
years ago, at a Senate committee 
hearing, it was asked whether any- 
one actually knew the number of 
agencies dealing in public housing! 

Since then, to be sure, the National 
Housing Agency has been formed, 
to try to pull things together. But 
the administrator has said that 
housing projects financed in 
whole or in part by federal funds 
have been developed by at least 
15 different agencies. 

You would think that the Bureau 
of Customs would be one agency 
that could do its business without 
competition. Yet I found out, one 
day, that at least two other govern- 
ment agencies were doing a thriving 
customs business. 

Some Government-owned corpor- 
ations, incidentally, operate under

charters permitting them to stick 
fingers into vall sorts of pies. One 
Government corporation even runs 
a commercial hotel in Panama, 
where its primary function is the 
operation of the railroad that serves 
the Panama Canal. 

Consider the Government as a 
land owner. One-fifth of the entire 
land area of the United States is 
owned by the Government, but no- 
where is there any central record 
or inventory of these vast holdings. 
At the last count, 34 different agen- 
cies could acquire land. Nearly a 
dozen bureaus and several depart- 
ments overlap each other in admin- 
istering these public lands. 


Not Much Difference 


Tue average taxpayer may not 
know the difference between a 
National Park, like Yellowstone, 
and a National Monument, like 
Chiricahua, but the parks “‘belong”’ 
to the Interior Department, and the 
monuments, as part of the National 
“belong” to Agriculture. 
Each runs its own public preserves 
in its OWN Way. 

Public welfare activities are sup- 
posed to have been co-ordinated by 
the Federal Security Agency. Many 
have been. But there are still eight 
bureaus and agencies working on 
vocational rehabilitation and edu- 
cation, half a dozen on nutrition 
programs and research, and three or 
four on problems of juvenile delin- 
quency. I once counted 14 agencies 
dealing with forestry matters and 
no less than 65 gathering statistics. 

These are just samples. I am not 
criticizing any particular organiza- 
tions nor offering specific .sugges- 
tions as to which ones should be 
abolished or pared down. But when

it 1s evident that a dozen separate undertakings add 
up to the same general result, it is surely time to 
pause and inquire whether a smaller number of them 
could not do the whole job better and cheaper. 

The clearly temporary war agencies, of course, 
will soon, pass away. Some have already gone. We 
had to have them for the incredibly complex job of 
fighting a total war, but nobody will regret their 
demise. Yet it is not going to be enough to clear 
away this latest, emergency crop, and leave the rest 
of the governmental functions and functionaries 
sprawling all over the place. 

President Truman has asked Congress to let him 
take on the job of housecleaning. It will be a hard job, 
and a mean one. 

Secretary of State Byrnes, when he was a Senator, 
said: “‘] have yet to talk reorganization to one man 
in the government service who did not make this 
answer: ‘Of course, it should be done, but’ — Then 
you find that he says, ‘but do not touch my bureau; 
do not touch my division.’ 


They Know How to Lobby 


““Ir THERE is the slightest chance that it will be 
touched, you have a strenuously active, efficient 
man opposing it. For when we talk about the lobby- 
ists who come to Washington, we must remember 
that the man in the department has the advantage of 
seeing all these lobbyists and he adopts the most 
improved method. You may be sure that he is the 
best of all of them.”’ 

I say Amen to that. Any bureau can put up a 
case, to suit itself, why it should go on doing 
just what it is doing. You can set up a Bureau for 
the Edification of the Three Blind Mice or for the Re- 
habilitation of Humpty Dumpty, and within a year 
those who head them can give you glowing accounts 
of their work. Usually, they believe it themselves. 

The government is full of zealous workers. But the 
fact remains that many of them are working in 
bureaus or agencies that have no earthly reason for 
further existence. 

At the time this is written the Senate and the 
House of Representatives have passed reorganiza- 
tion bills which would give the President the author- 
ity, with proper safeguards, to do a thorough job. 
Regardless of the measure passed, it will take time, 
persistence and perspective to bring our governmental 
mess into order and balance. 


It’s Time to Get Value 


I pon’t advocate abolition of anything that is proper 
or necessary, although with a debt of $300,000,000,000 
I hope I am not to be considered too old-fashioned if 
I say that it is time to weed out the inefficiencies and 
to see that the government at least gets value for 
its huge expenditures. 

It is a weeding job that can only be done with an 
ax. When the President starts wielding it, and heads 
begin to fall, there will be plenty of yelps and plenty 
of criticism. 

That’s all right. This is a democracy, and every- 
body is entitled to speak out from his own point 
of view. Occupying the vantage point I do, it is 
possible for me to speak out as I am now doing. 
I hope that the ordinary taxpayers of this country 
will also speak out in a mighty chorus: “Let’s get 
on with it — and stay with it till it’s done!’ The End

Hollywood’s Leo V

The famous trademark lion 
looks majestic — but he’s 


really a hopeless ham .. . 


HAT lion who lets out a roar before 
EE M-G-M'’s latest supercolossal hits the 
screen —— he’s some lion. His name 1s Leo, 
he’s seven, partial to rumba music and crazy 
about perfume (preferably narcissus). 

We called on Leo the other day when 
Hedy Lamarr wasn’t able to keep her 
appointment with us. It was an impromptu 
visit, but Leo didn't mind. He was going 
through some exercises for his trainer, 
George Emerson, when we arrived at his 
apartment, a sumptuous three-room affair 
with sleeping quarters and two play dens. 

To stay at an even 500 pounds, Leo goes 
through an elaborate, three-times-a-week 
routine of walking a tightrope, rolling a 
barrel and jumping through a hoop. Then 
he relaxes, plays dead for a while, poses for 
living statues, and opens his mouth real wide, 
inviting his trainer to stick his head inside. 

Lately, however, his trainer has been 
doing no such thing. A few months 
ago Leo got temperamental for the first 
time in his life, took a nip out of Emer- 
son’s leg. Leo’s awfully penitent, and 
Emerson’s perfectly willing to let the whole 
thing drop. But he still isn’t sticking his 
head in any lion’s mouth. 

Leo’s job, like Gaul, is divided into three 
parts: acting in pictures (mostly in Tarzan 


epics in which he gets splashy billing), 
participating in publicity-grabbing stunts, 
and serving as M-G-M.-’s living trademark. 

The trademark business 1s a great honor 

also a closed corporation. It’s been in 
Leo's family for five generations, ever since 
1918. Leo I was everything you'd expect 
of the head of a dynasty. When he died 
(of appendicitis), he was succeeded by his 
son, Leo II, a hard-working but lighthearted 
lion who was fond of flying. He cracked up 
with Martin Jensen in the mountains of 
Arizona while on a tour, and, three days 
later, the terrified inhabitants of the vicin- 
ity found him stranded on the desert. Leo II 
was as disconsolate as an owl and hungry 
as a bear. 


He Dotes on Celebrities 


A REAL trouper, he continued his tour, 
visited every important city in the United 
States, and made 100 personal appearances 
on the stage. In 1928 he swallowed a fly, 
and let out a basso profundo roar that could 
be heard all the way up to Louis B. Mayer’s 
office. From then on Leo had dialogue. 
When he was retired because of old age, he 
was succeeded by a son who died before he 
could learn the business. A cousin, Leo IV, 
took over, and he was just about perfect. 
He served 14 years before stepping down to 
make room for Leo V. 

The reigning Leo is ordinarily a friendly, 
gregarious monarch with a passion for meet- 
ing celebrities in other professions. He took

a terrific shine to the Duchess of Luxem- 
bourg, Sir John Dill and Gen. ‘Hap’ 
Arnold. But glamour girls leave him cold; 
the rustle and movement of their skirts 
annoy him. 

He adores acting, performs with a mini- 
mum of coaching and coaxing, has more pic- 
tures to his credit than any other star in 
Hollywood. Being a star, he naturally has 
his own portable dressing room. It’s done in 
red, white and blue — his favorite colors. 
And like other stars, he is fiercely patriotic. 
He contributed his services cheerfully to 
war-training films. 


A Top-Notch Heavy 


His favorite pictures are two Tarzan 
sagas. In one of them he did his tight- 
rope act and in the other he played a heavy, 
attacking everyone in sight. He simulated a 
bad lion so wonderfully that his trainer 
sprinkled a few rewarding drops of narcissus 
in his cage just before he retired. 

Like all screen personalities, Leo has a 
special diet. He puts away 14 pounds of 
beef daily, except on Sundays when he con- 
sumes a jumbo eggnog made of a dozen eggs 
and three quarts of milk. Mondays he gets 
seven pounds of liver and seven pounds of 
horse meat. The liver is for vitamins. Leo 
likes it-raw, but he gets it cooked. He eats 
it, but he never fails to look reprdachfully 
at the trainer the minute he gets a load of 
what's on the menu for supper. There ate 
probably worse diets for lions. Leo's 
been on this one for years, and he hasn't 
been sick a day in his life. 

All work and no play would make Leo a 
dull lion, so, of course, he plays — preferably 
before an audience of children. When he 
isn't in the doghouse, he even entertains 
them at special parties, hams all over the 
place, rubs his nose against the bars to indi- 
cate that he wants to be petted. This par-

ticular whim of Leo’s is gratified either by 
his trainer or the trainer’s assistant, Howard 
Davis. Both are used to entering his cage 
at random and frisking with him. Cheeta, 
the chimp, whom you've seen a dozen times 
in the Tarzan pictures, is another playmate. 
He’s the apple of Leo’s eye, although if 
they'd. met under different circum- 
stances in a jungle, say the two 
would hardly be on speaking terms. 

Cheeta’s favorite stunt is doing an imi- 
tation of Mussolini. For a windup he runs 
over to Leo and yanks his tail, whereupon 
Leo obediently rolls over on his back while 
Cheeta prances around the premises like a 
samba dancer gone mad. As evidence of his 
affection, Leo carries Cheeta around on his 
back, and even lets him sniff his food. 
Greater love hath no lion than this. 

For all his lightheartedness, Leo is mon- 
arch of all he surveys, which is plenty. His 
cage overlooks the heavy traffic of bigwigs 
that passes Lot 3, and King Leo doesn’t 
miss a thing. He watches the passing show 
intently, but mostly without comment. 


Gets Groovey on Rumbas 


He roars only once a day — at five p.m. 
for five minutes. He has never bothered -to 
explain this — or his preference for having 
his portrait taken by Clarence Bull, the only 
photographer for whom Garbo would sit. 
Like Garbo, Leo enjoys rain, is fond of the 
great outdoors, and dotes on motor trips. 
Hie used to go for a daily spin in Emerson's 
car until he got too big. He has a definite 
ear for music, especially rumbas, and gets 
groovey when Cugat 1s riding the kilo- 
cycles.

Food For Conversation

RANGE JUICE is being frozen 

in leak-proof cellophane bags, 
heat-sealed and packaged in fiber- 
board cartons. Defrost overnight 
in the lower part of refrigerator, 
pour from bag to glass — a good- 
morning toast! It’s the juice of 
tree-ripened California Valencias, 
hand-squeezed; no chance for the 
rind’s oil to get in to give bitter 
bite. : 


JUICE BRICKS are scheduled for 
an early new year appearance. 
These are a frozen concentrate of 
grapefruit or orange juice, a de- 
velopment of the Florida Agricul- 
ture Experiment Station. The 
trick is to freeze out water from 
juice, leaving a concentrate four 
times the strength of the original. 
Now the concentrate is frozen into 
soft bricks for storage at zero. 
Add three parts water for a cold, 
vibrant beverage that tastes like 
the juice of the freshly reamed 
fruit. 


PANTRY-SHELF milk sells in neat 
cartons, each containing two four- 
ounce containers of whole milk in 
powder form, enough for two 
quarts. Add water, beat or shake 
— that’s all there is to it. 


GOAT’S MILK is canned for the 
first time — whole milk, not con- 
densed, not evaporated. The 
flavor is slightly different from the 
fresh, but pleasant drinking all 
the same. A blessing for those on 
diets demanding this milk so diffi- 
cult to buy fresh. 


SKIM-MILK products are a vic- 
tory bonus you will be sharing in 
soon. First along is a new ready- 
mix powder with skim-milk base 
for making frozen desserts. Until 
the war brought the need to utilize 
every iota of the nation’s available 
foodstuffs, some 50,000,000,000 
pounds of nutritious skim milk, 
the by-product of butter makers 
were annually discarded, or fed to 
livestock. The government asked 
that this “‘waste’’ be turned into 
powder for supplying Lend-lease 
and overseas Army rations. 
Plants were built and vast 
quantities of skim milk dehydrat- 
ed. As war demands ease, manu- 
facturers are looking for new ways 
to use this powder, so rich in 
vitamins, protein, minerals. Skim 
milk, you know, is, identical with 
whole milk except for absent fat. 
Skim-milk dessert mix requires 
only the addition of water, milk 


PADDLEFORD 


or cream, plus a good beating, 
then to the freezing tray. Use 
water when a low calorie sweet is 
desired. The preparation is but a 
45-minute job from package to 
table, thanks to the addition of 
quick-freézing ingredient which 
also insures against the formation 
of ice crystals. The four-ounce 
package, around 19 cents, yields 
one quart of smooth goodness. 


LOOK FORWARD to enjoying an 
extra cup of cocoa at breakfast as a 
result of the 15-per-cent increase in 
cocoa grindings for the old year’s 
last quarter. The need for fewer 
chocolate bars for shipment to 
distant military personnel made 
the increase possible. Little hollow 
chocolate rabbits tied up with 
pink bows, should be bowing in 
by Easter. 


SPARKLING SODA WATER in a 
five-cent, 12-ounce bottle is being 
introduced to the nation. Two 
years of research have gone into 
the process by which the water is 
flowed through ultra-violet rays, 
thus insuring its purity. In addi- 
tion, it promises positive alkalin- 
ity. 


EAT YOUR CANDY and have your 
orange juice, too. Citrus juices 
have been reduced to hard candy 
form with all the ripe flavor of the 
fresh fruit, plus the vitamins, 
minerals, sugars and other ele- 
ments originally present. Nothing 
is added except a trace of hydro- 
genated fat. The candy squares 
are individually wrapped, three 
packaged together, a box of two 
dozen packets selling for around 
$1.57. Light in weight, vitamin 
laden, the perfect ‘‘tuck-in’’ for 
those boxes going to Europe. 


THAT PINCH of baking soda is 
back again in the peas, to brighten 
their green, to soften their fiber. 
After years of warning that soda 
causes vitamin losses, now re- 
searchers find it doesn’t, not if just 
a wee bit is used. Not a large 
amount, or those important vita- 
mins disappear and the peas will 
go funny in flavor. 


SELF-STUFFINGS are the new 
thing for fruits: apricots are being 
stuffed with finely-cut apricots, 
prunes with prunes, figs with figs, 
olives with olives. So popular is 
the olive stuffed with the olive, it 
threatens to out-sell those with 
little red tail lights.
